AN ORDINANCE of the Common Council fixing, 

establishing and ratifying compensation for 

certain City employees represented by The 

Fort Wayne Professional Fire Fighters Union 

Local #124. 

WHEREAS, this Council is required to approve all 
collective bargaining decisions with regard to annual pay and 
monetary fringe benefits; and 

WHEREAS, such compensation for employees of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, represented by The Fort Wayne 
Professional Fire Fighters Union Local #124 has been arrived at 
pursuant to agreements reached by and between the City and the 
Fort Wayne Professional Fire Fighters Union Local #124, in 
accordance with collective bargaining as authorized and 
envisioned by the City's salary ordinances; and 

WHEREAS, said agreement is for three (3) years, but 
pursuant to Indiana law, the compensation provided for therein 
must be annually ratified; and 

WHEREAS, this ordinance is necessary to ratify, fix 
and establish such compensation for said employees represented 
by the Fort Wayne Professional Fire Fighters Union Local #124 
for the year 1992. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Commencing January 1, 1992, said 
compensation shall be as reflected in Wage Schedule "C" attached 
hereto and made a part hereof. 

SECTION 2. Commencing January 1, 1991, the clothing 
allowance shall be one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) per year. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary 
approvals by the Mayor.
